F Colin, Cameron (Nanaimo - Cowichan~- The Islands) said 
the Prudential troubles are the third financial crisis, if not 
collapse, in recent times of a major financial institution. 

Domestic and international confidence would be seriously 
affeoted if the federal Parliament did not take steps to bring 
such corporations under control. 

Prudential, a large sales finance and loan company, 
appears to have a deficit of about $3,500,000, the Metropolitan 
Trust Co. said Sunday. 

Metropolitan, acting as trustees for the debenture and 
note-holders, said in a statement Saturday the claims of the 
8,000 Prudential Finance note-holders will be frozen and the 
company’s affairs placed under control of Clarkson Co., trus- 
tees and receivers. 

Metropolitan said Prudential Finance assets now- are 
about $23,500,000 and. liabilities $27,000,000.

Explorers May Discover 
n Moon

LONDON There should 
be enough water locked up 
inside the moon to form an 
ocean 900"feet deep over the 
whole surface if it were 
driven out from the interior. 

This is one-of the conclu- 
sions of a recent joint paper 
on “Lunar Research on the 
Moon" by an astronomer, 
Professor Zdenek Kopal, and 
a geologist, W. A. Roberts, 
published in Astronautica Acta. 

Some 
exist as ice very near to the 
surface of the moon, and the 
authors recommend that a 
search for such sites should 


' be a top priority task for 


future expeditions. It could

laboratories. 

The water, they say, was 


probably trapped when the 
moon was formed. The most 
favored theory for the origin 
of the moon at present is that 
it gradually accumulated as 
an. agglomeration of, small 
solid particles, a dust cloud 
which gradually compacted 
under its own gravitational 
field. The process would have 
taken many million years. 


Bound in Crystals 


The dust would have in- 
cluded water bound in. tiny 
crystals. consisting especially 
of silica, oxygen and other 
relatively light elements, But 
small amounts of radio<ctive 
substances uranium, 
thorium, and potassium-40, 
would have been trapped as 
well.. The -heat feom their 
radioactivity would be re- 
leased inside the body of the 
moon faster ‘than it could 
escape, causing a gradual 
heating up. In fact, say Kopal 
and Roberts, the moon may

Furthermore, the. water 
might be the source of rocket 
fuel for the return journey. 
Potentially, the moon is an 
ideal place for exploiting solar 
energy, since there are never 
any clouds, and sunlight is 
continuous during the lunar 
day. Large lightweight reflec- 
tors could -gather immense 
amounts of heat, ard focus it 
to drive electric generators. 
The latter might be “thermo- 
electric packs’ made of sub- 
stances which produce current 
when heated on-one side and 
cooled on the other. Or the 
energy could drive various 
formis of heat engines. These 


would, generate electricity, 
some of which could be ‘used 
to split lumar water into 
hydrogen and oxygen, : which 
can be burned in rocket 
engines. 


Assuming a lunar Tabora- 
tory can be set up, there are 
some very curious scientific 
problems to -be tackled. For 
example, the moon is consid- 
erably lighter than the earth. 
This can be accounted for by 
assuming that it contains a 
similar mixure of materials to 
that thought. to make up the 
outer atmosphere of the sun, 
which may preserve, the pri- 
mordial gas-mixture out of 
Which the solar system con- 
densed.

Canadians become so wrapped 
up in’ their problem of livng 
as a neighbor with the most 
powerful country in the world 
that they can forget another 
North American country 
shares a boundary with the 
United States.

MEXICO CITY — Fifty-six 
years after the Mexican rev- 
olution, this country has one 
foot. firmly in the industrial 
future and the other still in its 
rural past. . 


The. Mexican economy is 
booming. A succession of 
stable governments, with 
many key officials serving in 
two or. more — presidential 
administrations, has estab- 
lished the conditions for con- 
fident business expansion, The 
yearly growth of the gross 
national product has averaged 
more than 6 per cent over the 
past decade. 

But Mexico’s population is 
increasing at 3.6 per cent, one 
of the world’s highest rates. 
There now are more than 43 
million Mexicans; 46 per cent 
are under age 15. Thus the 
economy is racing . against 
time; it must generate work 
for this growing labor force. 

The biggest question facing 
Mexico today is whether its 
rapid economic development 
can be spread sufficiently to 
benetit~-altits people; —Fwe— 
gaps exist: oné between the 
urban and rural economies, 
the other between the rich 
and the poor within each 
sector. 


In the 1960 census, 49.4 per 
cent of the population was 
classed as rural.. Official 
figures give the average per 
capita income in rural areas 
as $100 to $125 a year. These 
figures, however, include 
many prosperous farmers. A 
truer measure of the lot of 
the Mexican “‘campesino” is 


that whole families often 
subsist on such annual 
incomes. 

Another measure of the 


urban-rural gap is that the 
cities — Mexico City, Monter- 
rey and Guadalajara are the 
three biggest examples — are 
gaining’ population, at nearly 
double the national rate. In 
the cities, too, the gaps in 
income are glaring.
